CONGRESSMAN ASHBROOK'S 


RAPID PROGRESS FOR NEW 


NEWARK POSTOFFiCE SITE 


The Bill to Sell Present Site and Bar New One Is 


Reported Favorably by the House Com- 


mittee on Public Grounds. 


DAMAGES THE INTERESTS 


Counsel for Steel Trust Tells of 


$19,000 Contribution to 


Campaign of 
1904. 


Washington, Aug. 10. 


Waving his arms about his 
head in earnest gesticula- 
tion, George W. Perkins, for- 
mer henchman of J. P. Mor- 
gan, today denounced the 
Sherman anti-trust law be- 
fore the Stanly steel investi - 
gating committee and pre- 
dicted business disasters as 
a result of its enforcement. 


Perkins declared that the 


present campaign of anti- 
trust prosecutions was dan- 
gerous to all business inter- 
ests, and he characterized 
the dissolution order of the 
supreme court in the Stand- 
ard Oil case as a "red flag 
danger signal to every busi- 
ness man.'' 


He asserted that under the 


Sherman law the commercial 
supremacy of the nsltion 
could not be maintained. The 
benefits of the big corpora- 
tions in business should be 
preserved, he declared, and 
he characterized as an "in- 
famous lie" the charge that 
certain bankers started the 
panic of 1907 for a purpose, 
and that it finally got beyond 
their control. He also de- 
nied that the Morgan inter- 
ests dominated the financial 
iworld.

"The committee on Public Build- 
ings and Grounds, to which was re- 
ferred the bill of the House (H. K. 
13276) relating to a new Federal 
building site at Newark, Ohio, re- 
spectfully reports the same with the 
lecommendation that the bill do pass 


"The omnibus public buildings aci 


of June 30, 1906, authorizes an ap- 
propriation of $90,000 tor a postof- 
fice building and site at Newark, is 
Under that authorization a site was 
acquired on July 6, 1908, at a cost 
of $18,300. 
Subsequently it devel- 


oped that the remaining amount was 
not sufficient to construct a build- 
ing of sufficient size to handle the 
government busines at Newark, ana 
the omnibus buildings act of June 
25, 1910, increased the limit of cost 
to $190,000. 
The committee finds, 


after consultation with the sunervis- 
ing Architect, that the site acquired 
under the initial authorization is too 


small for such a building as is con- 
templated by the act of June 25, 
1910, arid as is needed to meet the 
demands of the postoffice business at 
Newai K. The receipts of the Newark 
postoffice for the fiscal year of Ian 
were approximately $64,796, and are 
growing rapidly, having more than 
doubled since 1901. The population 
in 1910 was 2,-,464, and 
is 
also 
glowing rapidly, 


"The committee is therefore of the 


opinion that, as provided by the bill 
now undei consideration, the present 
site should be sold at once, and the 
proceeds applied in the pui chase ot a 
new and proper site or exchanged in 
whole or part payment for such new 
site, the remainder of the purchase 
price, if any to be taken from the ap- 
propriation heretofore authorized for 
building and site at Newark. 
Over 


five years having elapsed 
since the 


first apropriation was made and the 
necessity of a new building being 
most urgent, the committee believes 
;hat 
a sufficient emergency exists to 


justify the immediate passage of the 
bih under consideration, and so rec- 
omemnds. 


Congressman 
Ashbrook

Newark district, has been very active 
on behalf of his constituents and is 
using his best efforts to secure favor- 
able action on the matter so as to get 
the Newark building started 


Unless 
Congress 
adjourns

London, Augus-t 10—Jameson Lee 


Finney, the Amei ican actor, perished 
last night in a fire which destroyed 
a part of the Cailton hotel, where he 
was a guest. 


The body was found in the bath- 


room adjoining Mr Finney's room on 
the fifth 
floor of the annex. 
The 


face was so badly charred that the 
features were uniecognizable. Apapi- 
ently, Mr. Finney had gone into the 
bathroom to bathe before dressing 
and was asphyxiated. 


The fire was fierce and was at- 
tended by exciting scenes. 


The Carlton is one of London's 


most fashionable 
resorts and many 


Americans are among its guests. Of 
the 200 persons staying at the hotel 
when the fire broke out, many were 
from the United States and while all 
had narrow escapes, none except Fin- 
ney suffered injury 


The fire was confined mainly to 
that end of the hotel adjoining His 
Majesty's theate-o^ft.n.4 the fifth ana 
sixth floors, which were Rutted. Part 
of the roof also was destroyed. Only 
the hardest work of firemen 
saved 
the hotel and theatre 


Damage from water is greater than 


that done by fire. 
Most of the inter- 


ior of the building was thoroughly 
soaked. 


The alarm was sounded at seven 


o'clock, while most 
of 
the guests 


were dressing for dinner. The blaze 
started in the elevator 
shaft, from 


the fusing of an electric 
wire, and 
roared so thieateningly that the peo- 
ple poured out into the streets, leav- 
ing all their baggage. Men in their 
underclothes, 
with 
overcoats over 


them, and women half dressed fled 
from the building 


Firemen ariived quickly and ran 


up their laddeis and rescued a num- 
ber of servants who, fiom the upper 
windows, were shrieking for help. 
They also cat ried out two invalid 
guests 
The genral alarm sent out 


brought a great force of apparatus 


The upper floor, where most of the 


damage by lue was done, was given 
ovei mostly *o servants' 
quartets 


Comparatively few of the guests lost 
their baggage 
The salv.igc corps re- 


moved trunks, and piled them in tho 
streets. 


Many Ameiicans who had been 


staying at the- Carlton sailed on the 
Olympic lor home yesterday, but in- 
coming steanurs had brought new 
guests, and a majority of the 200 in 
the hotel weie Americans.

He left 
the tent this morning, saying h« was 
going to the raihoad track to pick up 
coal and that was the last seen of him 
alive. His body was found an hour later 
by Harry Kraus, a lad who was fishing 
in the vicinity.

The theory has been advanced that 


the two men with shot guns who 
boarded the car to Zanebville, had been 
out shooting ground hogs and that Of- 
ford was shot accidentally 
He had 


but little money, not enough to war- 
rant any one murdering him for rob- 
bery. 


Until about two years ago, Olford 


wa& an engineer on the Zanesville and' 
Webtern raihoad, but since that time* 
lie has been unemployed except occa- 
sional jobs of different kinds.

testimony before 
the 
congressional 


committee investigating the steel trust, 
he, while President, gave special per- 
mission to the steel trust, in violation 


of the Sherman anti-trust law. to ab- 
sorb the Tennessee Coal and Iron com- 
pany with all its valuable ore lands 
and mills in the south.

Oyster houses are almost un- 
known and even in Moscow, with its 
population of a million and a half peo- 
ple, there are not more than a halt" 
dozen places where oysters may be 
purchased, according to consular re- 
ports. 


The Black Sea oyster, which is not 


•bigger than the end of one's thumb, 
sells in Moscow at 5 cents apiece in

As a result of the election last 
fall the tariff revisionists largely in- 
creased their strength, and the belief 
prevails that until there Is substantial 
reduction of duties the sentiment will 
continue. 


They Mean Business. 
Promise of tariff revision in the next 


session has already been made. 
It 


Is doubtful, however, if the president 
and the present majority in both 
bouses will find themselves in accord 
as to how far revision should go. 


The way certain Republicans of the 


senate have been voting on the differ- 
ent tariff bills shows that they mean 
business. Most of them are very an- 
gry over the enactment of the Cana- 
dian reciprocity bill, and they intend 
to get even with the men in the east 
who supported that measure by voting 
for 
lower rates on 
manufactured 


goods when opportunity presents it- 
self. It is proving that Canadian reci- 
procity was the entering- wedge for 
tariff revision.

For some years past it has been the 
custom to hold these dinners in Balti- 
more or some other eastern city, but 
this required long distances to be trav- 
eled by tne heads of the departments, 
and it was decided to change the sys- 
tem. 
These dinners, which are now 


given, are occasions where the heads 
of the departments on the several di- 
visions can come together in a school 
of instruction, as it were, conferring 
with each other and receiving advice 
from the General Manager. 


Mr. Thompson, in his address, ex- 


plained that the meetings were held 
for the purpose of getting better ac- 
quainted with the heads of the several 
departments and to co-operate 
with 


them in all matters pertaining to the 
operation of the property. 
Mr. Clark spoke on engineering pro- 


blems; Mr. Stimson on matters per- 
taining to road bed, cuts, fills, tunnels, 
etc.; Mr. Selden, on train dispatching; 
Mr. Williams on matters in general; 
Mr. Begir.n, on handling tonnage; Mr. 
Averill, on material consumption, and 
Mr. Coons on transportation of freight.

holdings in steel. The last act with 
which his name was connected was 
the cut in steel billets made by the 
Republic company May 24 last, just a 
few days before he was called as the 
first important witness by the con- 
gressional 
committee 
investigating 


tne Steel Trust. 


In Wall street the story is gener- 


ally accepted that the break between 
J P. Morgan and Mr. Gates was due 
to Gates' course in shutting down the 
mills of the American Wire and Steel 
Company in 1901. Mr. Gates was re- 
ported to be short of Wire and Steel 
stock. 
He perceived that the surest 


means of saving himself from heat.t 
losses was to discharge all the em- 
ployes and wait until consumption 
overtook supply. 


His action caused a flurry in Wall 


street, which even Mr. Morgan could 
not calm. Mr. Gates calmly sailed 
away to Europe, and left Mr. Morgan 
to rave. This was one of the powerful 
factors that converted Mr. Morgan to 
the idea of the Steel Trust. 
But he 


never fully forgave Gates. 


Mr. Morgan's opoprtunity to 'even 


up' presented itself 
a 
year later. 


Gates' manipulation of Louisville & 
Nashville forms one of the best 
known and most dramatic chapters in 
his career. 
When Morgan was sud- 


denly aroused to the stern realiza- 
tion that he had been outwitted by 
Gates he turned all of his batteries 
on the Western plunger and finally 
wrested control by pouring into the 
Gates coffers several million of earn- 
ings. 


"I only wish all the boys would 


'get even' with me in that way," Mr. 
Gates said. 


After the panic of 1907 Mr. Gates 


went to Texas to devote his personal 
attention to his affairs there. From a 
village Port Arthur 
has grown in 


four years to a oity of 10,000 popula- 
tion. 
Through his energizing influ- 


ence the government is now deepen- 
ing the channel of the Sabine river to 
accommodate ocoan-going vessels.
